“My  question  is,  ‘What  good  does 
this  do?  And  is  it  worth  that  much 
space?'  ” 

HERE  IS  THE  ANSWER: 

They  certainly  are  worth  the 

space.  It  prevents  errors.  Last  year 
the  Convention  Board  Office 
handled  $2,213,044.18.  Our  capable 
bookkeepers  handling  thousands  of 
different  items  and  more  than  two 
million  dollars,  sometimes  make 
mistakes.  These  reports  help  to 
locate,  errors. 

They  also  save  money  and  bring 
to  light  any  crookedness.  For  in¬ 
stance,  a  few  years  ago  at  the  first 
of  the  month  a  pastor  told  the 


that  all  of  Scotland  is  aflame  with 
expectancy.  Almost  everything  from 
Kelvin  Hall  to  the  advertising  has 
been  granted  practically  free.
